Consider the Summer 
Language Bursary Program. It’s a superb 
opportunity for you to learn either English 
or French as a second language and to 
improve your knowledge of the culture 
represented by that language.

HOW DOES THE PROGRAM WORK? 


Bursaries will be granted to students 
across Canada to enable them to partic- 
ipate in five-week immersion courses in 
English or French at accredited institu- 
tions. 


WHO FUNDS AND ADMINISTERS THE PROGRAM? 


It is funded by the Official Languages 
in Education Program of the Department 
of Canadian Heritage and administered by 
the departments of education, or the 
department fesponsible for postsecondary 
education, in each of the provinces and 
territories, in conjunction with the Council 
of Ministers of Education, Canada.

WILL | BE ABLE TO TAKE ANY OTHER COURSES 
OR HAVE A SUMMER JOB AT THE SAME TIME? 


The SLBP is an intensive immersion pro- 
gram. Throughout the week you will par- 
ticipate in classes and activities during the 
morning, afternoon and evening, and even 
on weekends. Participation in activities in 
most cases is also mandatory. As a result, 
it will not be possible for you to take addi- 
tional courses or to hold a part-time job. 


WHAT ABOUT ELIGIBILITY? 


To qualify for the program, you must 
meet the following criteria: 1) be a 
Canadian citizen or permanent resident at 
the time of application. Students studying 
in Canada on student visas are not eligi- 
ble; 2) have postsecondary standing at the 
time of your application or be able to pro- 
vide verification that you will have 
obtained postsecondary status by the time 
you become involved in the program; 3) 
have been enrolled as a student on a full- 
time basis for at least one semester dur- 
ing the 1995-96 academic year. 


If you are a permanent resident whose 
first language is neither English nor 
French, the language in which you studied 
during the 1995-96 academic year 
(English or French) is considered your lan- 
guage of adoption. You would then be eli- 
gible for a bursary in the other official 
language only.

Within three weeks of having 
received confirmation of your acceptance 
from the host institution, you must for- 
ward your registration form and 
deposit/registration fees to the institution. 
Failure to do so will result in your being 
considered a dropout, and the bursary 
you have been allocated will be given to a 
student on the waiting list. 


WHERE WOULD | LIVE? 


You would live either in residence on cam- 
pus or in a private home specially chosen 
because it is conducive to learning your 
second language. 


WHAT ABOUT MY EXPENSES? 


The bursary, paid to the institution on 
your behalf, defrays the costs of tuition, 
mandatory instructional materials, and 
room and board, but does not cover your 
pocket money, transportation costs or 
child care services, if applicable. 


The bursaries constitute taxable 
income under the Income Tax Act. 


WILL | BE ASKED TO PAY A DEPOSIT ORA 
REGISTRATION FEE? 


Institutions may charge a registration fee 
and/or a deposit. Up to one hundred dol- 
lars ($100) may be retained by the institu- 
tion. The institution will inform the 
applicant of the amount required, the 
amount to be retained, and all procedures 
related to payment and reimbursement.

HOW ARE THE BURSARIES AWARDED? 

They are awarded by provincial or 
territorial coordinators according to 
quotas established for each jurisdiction. 
Provinces use a computer program to 
award bursaries. Every effort will be made 
to place you at one of the institutions you 
have chosen. However, if none of your 
choices is available, you may be offered a 
bursary for an institution other than the 
ones you have indicated on the applica- 
tion form. 

In awarding bursaries, provincial and 
territorial coordinators may give priority 
to applicants who have not received a 
bursary before through the Summer 
Language Bursary Program. 


ARE THERE ANY PROVISIONS MADE FOR 

STUDENTS WITH SPECIAL NEEDS? 
If you are a person with special needs, 
include a letter when you return the appli- 
cation form sent to you by your host insti- 
tution, indicating the nature of your 
disability and any special equipment or 
services you may require. If the institution 
cannot accommodate you, your applica- 
tion and letter will be forwarded to 
another one. 


WHAT IF | HAVE A SPECIAL DIET TO FOLLOW? 
Before registering, contact the institution 
to find out if it can accommodate your 
special dietary needs. 


WILL | RECEIVE UNIVERSITY CREDITS FOR 
COMPLETING THE COURSE? 
You may receive credits, but these may 
not be transferable to your “home” institu- 
tion. You are responsible for all inquiries 
and arrangements regarding credits. 
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WHO CAN ANSWER MY OTHER QUESTIONS? 


The coordinator of your province or terri- 
tory of residence should be able to answer 
all questions. Refer to the listing in this 
brochure. 


HOW DO I APPLY? 


Send your completed application form to 
the provincial or territorial coordinator of 
your province or territory of residence 
(i.e., the province or territory where your 
parents reside unless you qualify as an 
independent student and have a different 
province or territory of residence). 


Your completed application form must 
be accompanied by photocopies of the fol- 
lowing documents: 1) birth certificate 2) 
social insurance card 3) proof of Canadian 
citizenship or permanent residence (a 
birth certificate is sufficient for those born 
in Canada) and be submitted to the coor- 
dinator of your province or territory of 
residence by February 15, 1996.
